ENDURANCE STAKES TRYOUT 



RACING BEGINS AT H. D. BROWN’S TRACK 
AT LAUREL, MD. 

Big Crowd ol Enthusiasts from Baltimore and Wash- 
ington Disregard Unpropitious Climatic Condi- 
tions and See Lawton Wiggins Win Stake. 



Laurel. Mtl.. Oct. 2. — The Maryland State Fair’s 
inaugural meeting opened this afternoon l»efni*e a 
large gathering of racing enthusiasts from Baltimore 
and Washington. The day was unpropitious for out- 
door sport. Up to noon light showers fell and dur- 
ing the afternoon heavy clouds hung over the course 
which threatened at any moment to yield more rain. 
The track, as was to he expected under the circum- 
stances. was deep and heavy and it took a sturdy 
mud runner to negotiate the going successfully. 

Only six of the twenty-two carded faced tin* har- 
rier in the Maryland State Fair Inaugural Handicap, 
the feature race of the program. The club added 
$2,500 to this stake, which made it an important 
event. The race furnished a stirring contest, in 
which Lawton Wiggins heat Lahore a nose on the 
post. Eddie Dugan had the mount on the winner and 
gave him a rousing finish, outriding Byrne in the 
final drive. The latter nursed Lahore along iu the 
early stages, taking a stout pull on James Rowe’s 
horse and waiting until well around the far turn be- 
fore making his effort. On the stretch turn, it 
looked like Lahore’s race, aud for that matter he 
|M.k«Ml his head in front of Lawton Wiggins a couple 
of strides from the winning mack. Dugan then made 
one last desperate drive aud fairly lifted his mount 
first past the judges by the shortest of heads. Rag 
man and El Oro fell just before reaching the half- 
mile post, hut horses ami riders escaped uninjured. - 

Byrne showed to better advantage on Moisant than 
he did on Lahore, lie made a strong effort on the 
Simon’s filly and landed her a head iu advance of 
Elina in the final stride of the third race. Elma 
dashed into a long lead in the early stages, and re 
taiued her advantage uutil well into the home 
stretch before she liegan to weaken. Byrne picked 
his going with Moisant and tin* little filly resounded 
in game fashion aud just managed to get up in time. 
Moisant is one of the gamest two-year-olds in train- 
ing and is never beaten uutil the winning mark is 
passed, llelene. winner of the fifth race, was ad- 
v a need $505 over her entered price of $460 after sh 
beat ldleweiss a length. .1. W. Hedrick, owner of 
the latter, was responsible for the boost. Frank 
Weir, who trains Helene, retaliated by claiming Idle- 
weiss for $800. 

Eighteen hooks cut in and speculation during the 
afternoon was brisk.

Dave Leary. S. C. Hildreth’s agent, said today 
that his employer would ship his entire stable to 
England this fall and either sell his horses or race 
them in that country next year. 

Lewis Garth will take Muskmelon. Clsmout. Rial 
and Gun aud Ringmaster to Richmond to race them 
during the fair which will begin iu that city Oc- 
tober 7. 

Bob I**vy. manager 4 »f the Jamestown track, was 
at Laurel this afternoon to confer with F. W. Ger- 
liardy regarding the racing at Norfolk this fall. 
There will be twenty-five days of racing at the 
Jamestown course from November 2 to November 30. 

Some of the appointments of the new course are 
not exactly complete and for a few' days the track 
proper will la* slow, but this is only a temporary 
drawback. 

The grandstand, which will scat nearly 5.600 per- 
sons. has b<*en built on a hill and commands a full 
view of a race from start to finish. The lawns are 
graded on a slope from the stand to the fence rail 
aud the steps leading to the grandstand are so 
broad that a thousand ’’standees” can be accommo- 
dated. The track is so centrally located that it 
can be reached from Baltimore in less than twenty- 
five minutes and iu less than. twenty minutes from 
Washington. 

'There are now more than 300 horses In the local 
stables, with 2<Mi more to come. A number of thor- 
oughbreds that summered at the Long Island courses, 
will be worked at Pimlico and Benning until the 
Laurel -course becomes faster.

New York. Oct. 2. — Frank Regan expects to win 
purses with Ardri this fall. This old campaigner lias 
had a long rest and has rounded into a condition 
that warrants the belief that he will give an ex- 
cellent account of himself. He has been shipi>ed to 
Laurel for the meeting of the Maryland State Fair 
Association, along with Footlights and a 2 year-old. 

A. J. Goldslwirough has had more than his share 
of hard luck with the horses of Thomas Monahan 
since he took them in charge. Textile, one of the 
really good 2-year-olds of last year, lias gone amiss, 
and Patou, another in the string, recently pulled up 
lame after a gallop at Gravesend. With these two 
out of commission, the stable is left with only Rock 
field, a 2-year-old that was purchased at the San- 
ford sale last year. 

Con Leighton has decided that he will do his fall 
racing at the Pimlico meeting of the Maryland Jock 
ey Club, which opens October 7. He has had the 
“Mr. Earl” horses in active training for a long time, 
and there are three 2-year-okls that should make 
good. 

Matthew' M. Allen has shipped a half dozen horses, 
the property of Charles Kohler and other owners, 
from Sheepshead Bay to Laurel. The string was 
prepared over the course of the Brooklyn Jockey 
t’luh. Ilcrodia, a 3-year-old chestnut daughter of 
Adam — Wild Thyme, is looked upon as the best of 
the lot. King James was shipped in Mr. Allen’s ear 
and will be sent direct to Henry T. Oxnard’s Blue 
Ridge Stud in Virginia. The winner of the Brook 
lyn and Metropolitan handicaps and various stakes 
and eups was a picture as he was led from tha 
Hildreth barn on Neck Road. 

The weights have been assigned by Frank J. Bryan 
for the seven races that will make up the program 
of sport for Thursday at Elkins Park. Pa. This 
meeting is the invitation day of sport at which Jo- 
seph E. Wideucr will !»e the host. It was originally 
intended that there should only lie six races, hut the 
entries were so heavy that it was found necessary 
to divide the first race, three-quarters mile on the flat 
for all ages, into two sections. Mr. Widener’s pre- 
vious invitation meetings have been so deservedly 
ponular that it is assured his delightful private track 
will be thronged Thursday. 

The horses of Richard Mortimer. Jr., trained by 
William II. Henry, a former cross-country rider, have 
l-een shipped from Belmont Park to Elkins Park, in 
the lot are Royal Vane. Kennewick and Country Guy. 
The latter two were schooled on the grounds of the 
Westchester Racing Association.

Col. J. P. Chinn is breeding most of his mares at 
Lconatus Stud to Ort Wells, and he thinks the broth- 
er to Dick Welles will finally prove a success as a 
sire. Col. Chinn still owns some twenty broodmares 
and his weanlings this season are in his opinion the 
equal of any he ever reared.

CANDIDATES FOR SATURDAY’S GREAT CON- 
TEST IN RACE AT LOUISVILLE. 

Fireman Beats Nadzu and Messenger Boy by Small 
Margin Over Heavy Track, but Pulls Up 
in Poor Condition. 



Louisville. Ky.. Oct. 2. — Bleak weather, preceded 
by steady rains that l*egau Sunday afternoon, nut a 
danijMM- on the sport at Churchill Downs this after- 
noon. The had going was responsible for wholesale 
withdrawals from all the races, the fourth race, a 
handicap at three-quarters, suffering so severely as 
to necessitate its being declared off. To complete 
the card of six races, a dash at one mile for the 
cheaper grade of horses was substituted. 

Considering the adverse conditions, a surprisingly 
large attendance witnessed the racing. Betting was 
fairly brisk, a total of $56,538 being wagered in the 
uiutuels. Favorites and second choices accounted for 
all the races, enabling those with a penchant for 
short odds to have a profitable day. 

Five prominent candidates for the Kentucky Endur- 
ance Stakes at 4 miles, to be run on Saturday next, 
engaged iu a preliminary test this afternoon at one 
mile and a half. The contest resulted in victory for 
Fireman, with Nadzu and Messenger Boy his closest 
antagonists. The margin separating the trio was 
small. The race had its disappointments from the 
fact that Fireman and Markie M. both pulled up iu 
had condition, the latter especially so, and it ap- 
pears at this time that he will not go to the post in 
the race on Saturday next. Fireman. Markie M. and 
Messenger Boy were to have been worked out an ad- 
ditional mile in preparation for the long journey of 
Saturday, but only Messenger Boy succeeded in com- 
pleting the extra mile at top speed. He went two 
miles and a half in 4:39%. aud pulled up fairly 
fresh. Fireman was eased at the half-mile post and 
Markie M. indicated plainly that something was 
wrong with him by his persistent attempts to run 
out on the turns during the first mile of the race. 
On their respective showings this afternoon, con- 
servative judges hold the four-mile event to l»e 
strictly lietwcen Nadzu and Messenger Boy, with 
tin* Bedwell representative slightly favored. 

AI Muller and Union Jack were expected to hold 
the other starters in the opening race safe, but John 
Griffin II. upset calculations by winning handily, Al 
Muller being forced to the limit to retain second 
place from Water Welles. Union Jack made an un- 
expectedly poor showing. Winning Widow only had 
to romp to win the second race, Ben Prior outstay- 
ing Incision for second place. 

The substitute race went to Baljonia. with Phil 
Mohr, at long odds, holding Merry Lad. the favorite, 
safe in the final drive. George Odom's Tourist again 
disappointed by finishing behind Y'auker in the fifth 
race. Tourist appeared a certain winner entering 
the stretch, but quit badly in the last furlong. 
Igloo, which tiuished third, stumbled and barely got 
up in time for that portion of the purse. 

Tom Bighee seored over Lack rose in the closing 
race. Wander mjde a game hid for the purse, but 
fell short of getting second place by a neck. 

John V. Schorr’s string of racers is expected to 
arrive from Toronto tomorrow’.
